Army to Conquered City. 


Rome, Oct. l l . —The first Italian ex­ 
peditionary force, which left Naples 
on Oct. 5, was landed at Tobruk, T ri­ 
poli. It consisted of infantry, artillery 
and a company of engineers. 
The greater part of the army ex­ 
pedition is now on the way to Tripoli. 
This was learned from messages in 
conventional 
language that escaped 
the censor. 
A 
big contingent, comprising the 
largest part of the total force, sailed 
from Naples and 
another 
fleet of 
transports left Taranto. More troops 
will depart from Acosta. These groups 
will assemble as one east of Malta. 
The landing ot a whole army corps 
in Tripol is looked upon as one of the 
most difficult operations of the war 
despite the tact that little fear of an 
attack by the enemy Is entertained. 
Accordingly every precaution looking 
to the safety of the troops has been 
taken. The battleship convoy covers 
a moving area one mile wide and five 
mile* long. W ithin this square the 
transports appear 
secure from any 
danger exc ept the ever-present one of 
the elements. 
Once safely arrived off the Tripoli­ 
tan coast it Is expected that with a 
favorable sea, the troops can be land­ 
ed in two days.
